EARTHWEEK: A DIARY OF THE PLANET

Etna Alert 


ay British geologists warned 
that Sicily’s Mount Etna 
appears poised for a vol- 


canic eruption that could equal the 
devastating 1980 blast of Mount St. 
Helens in the United States. In a 
study published Thursday in the 
journal Nature, W.J. McGuire and 
colleagues from the West London 
Institute warned that “the potential 
for future, if not imminent, slope fail- 
ure is increasing.” One of the most 
alarming developments is the up- 
ward movement of volcanic rocks 
which has displaced a 9-foot stretch 
of the western rim of the volcano’s 
crater. Mount Etna, one of the world’s 
most active volcanoes, is surrounded 
by fertile vineyards and citrus groves 
as well as several large towns that lie 
less than 25 miles away. In 1669, an 
eruption killed 20,000 people. 


Solar Epidemic 

Ge, Asaparticularly nasty strain 
Si’ Jzy Of flu virus spread further 

YP around the Northern Hemi- 
sphere, a British astronomer theo- 
rized that high solar activity may be 
responsible for major influenza out- 
breaks on Earth. Sir Fred Holye's 
analysis suggests that flu pandem- 
ics occurred at about the same time 
as peak sunspot activity, unusually 
often, during solar cycles from 1761 
to 1893 and from 1919 to 1979. 
“Electrical fields associated with in- 
tense solar winds can drive charged 
particles of the size of viruses down 
to the lower atmosphere,” possibly 
causing the link to influenza, Hoyle 
wrote. Thesuniscurrently approach- 
ing peak of an 11-year sunspot 
cycle. : 


Drought

Six people were struck 
e2) dead by lightning and 
another two were injured 
as thunderstorms lashed northern 
Namibia. The deaths caused panic 
among superstitious residents, who 
believe God struck the six dead for 
raising their fists to the sky in a 
traditional South West Africa 
People’s Organization salute. 
Three children were killed by light- 
ning while walking home from school 
on the outskirts of Johannesburg. 


Floods 


The worst floods io strike 
re Tunisia since 1969 have 

killed at least 25 people 
and left 6,000 homeless. Bridges 
were out, and entire provinces were 
isolated by flood waters after four 
days of incessant heavy rains. 


More than 5,000 people were 
evacuated during weekend flooding 
in Paraguay along the Parana River. 
Government sources said the situ- 
ation was critical in most major Para- 
guayan cities along the Parana — 
Latin America's second largest river 
which flows from Brazil, Paraguay 
and Argentina.

A rare American bittern, 
blown off-course while

Central America, made an epic flight 
across the Atlanticonly tobe promptly 
killed by an Irish hunting dog. “This is 
a tragedy,” top Irish ornithologist Kil- 
lian Mullarney said after the death of 
the large brown heron was reported. 
“It was the first American bittern 
known to have reached Ireland since 
1973, so lots of people would have 
liked to have seen it,” Mullamey la- 
mented.

evacuated after the Chernobyl nu- 
clear disaster. 

Three of Chernoby!'s reactors 
continue to operate, and the 5,000 
employees who commute the 35 
miles from Slavutich to there by rail 
must change trains when they reach 
the 18-mile restricted zone around 
the plant. The area is still heavily 
contaminated by fallout. They also 
have to change clothes three times 
-- once when they leave the plant, 
again when they leave the plant's 
railway station, and finally when 
arriving at Slavutich. Showers and 
radiation detectors are provided in 
all three locations. Officials say the 
average radiation level of 10-12 
microrems is safe enough to live and 
work in for 320 years without ill ef- 


* fects. 


Chernobyl workers earn twice as 
much as those at other nuclear 
plants, and have to work only ten 
years to get a pension. They also 
have the rare Soviet privilege of 
shopping in well-stocked stores with 
easy-access to consumer goods. 


Rare Snows 
& Ablizzard ravaged Japan's 

main Honshu island, dis- 
rupting air, road and rail traffic on 
Thursday. The 11 inches of snow 
that fell in the Tokyo area was the 
heaviest to blanket the capital in 
seven years, Osaka received its first 
snow in three years, and anumberof 
highways in western Japan were 
closed. 

The same blizzard earlier pro- 
duced the heaviest snowfall on rec- 
ord across South Korea. The weight 
of the wet snow crushed houses, 
factories and greenhouses, killing 


For the week ending 
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one woman and causing an esti- 
mated $5.1 million in property dam- 
age. Near Taejon, south of Seoul, 
some 1,400 pigs and chickens per- 
ished when roofs of livestock sheds 
collapsed on them. 

Snow settled on Mount Antar in 
the Saharan desert near the Algeria- 
Morocco border for the first time in 
more than adecade. The heavy, and 
rare, snowfall followed disastrous 
floods that have killed 30 people, 
and left many thousands homeless 
in parts of North Africa.

States on Saturday night was proba- 
bly an unusually large meteor. One 
of the witnesses of the colorful streak 
was David Arnold, air traffic control 
supervisor at Washington’s Dulles 
Airport, who said “It lasted 25-30 
seconds and went from brilliant white 
to orange as it finally broke up.”

Moose numbers normally de- 
cline in severe winters because 
young, weak animals must struggle 
hard to find food as they move 
throughthedeepsnow. Thedilemma 
forresidents is whether ornotto feed 
the starving animals. Bill Collins, a 
Fish and Game wildlife biologist, 
warned that “once moose are fed, 
they are extremely reluctantto leave, 
and they can be very dangerous.” 
One moose, recently fed, tried to 
push its way into a woman's house. 
Another trampled a woman when 
she got out of her car.
